INDIVIDUAL LICENSES. 

By the President's Proclamation of Feb, 14, it was announced that 
no commodities were to be exported from the United States and its 
possessions to any foreign country (by a foreign country 1S meant any 
country besides the United States and its possessions) except under 
export license, and accordingly an zadividual export license is -re- 
quired for each mail shipment except when a sfecéa/ license to cover 
the shipments is issued by the War Trade Board. _ ; 

Postal clerks receiving packages subject to individual licenses must 
compare the export license with the number and statement on the 
wrapper and, if the numbers and statements agree, shall accept same 
for despatch in the mails provided the foreign postal regulations are 
fully complied with and the articles are not prohibited by the country 
of destination. Upon accepting a package or packages the receiving 
postal clerk must sign the export license ‘‘ 7. G. Patten, Postmaster,” 
followed by his initials, postmark same and mail to the ‘‘ Bureau of 
Tabulation and Statistics, War Trade Board, Washington, D. C.” 

In the case of a sender making a partial mailing, under a license 
allowing a large shipment of goods during a stated period, the postal 
clerk receiving the partial mailing must sign and stamp the export 
license opposite the entry covering the partial shipment and return 
same to the sender; except that when the last mailing is made, the 
license should be retained and mailed to the War Trade Board. 


Special Export Licenses. 


Senders will note that it is unnecessary to apply to the War Trade 
Board for permission to export under special export licenses No. 
RAC-52, No. RAC-53, No. RAC-55, and No. RAC-64, and no special 
document issued by the War Trade Board is necessary in connection 
with the mailings of acceptable merchandise. It is necessary, how- 
ever, to mark on the package the name and address of the sender and 
of the addressee, together with a statement of the contents, and the 
notation ‘‘License No. RAC-52,” ‘‘License No. RAC-bb.? on “icense 
No. RAC-64,” as the case may be. 

Whenever a full description of the contents of a package appears 
upon a customs declaration, it is not necessary to place on the 
wrapper of such package another description of the merchandise 
contained therein. 

Special export licenses No. RAC-52, No. RAC-53, No. RAC-55, and 
No. RAC-64 do not authorize any shipments to any person on the 
“Enemy Trading List” or in contravention of Section 3 of the “Trad- 
ing with the Enemy Act.” See also second paragraph under “Special 

Export License No. RAC-64 and RAC-43”. 


Special Export License No. RAC-52. 

This license permits postmasters to accept without individual 

export license: 

(A) a shipments of commodities not on the Export Conservation 
ist;

in the item ‘‘Samples” on page 124 of the annual Postal Guide for 1918. 

Samples of merchandise may be despatched to any foreign country 
in the regular mails and by parcel post to the countries mentioned on 
pages 147 to 153 of the annual Postal Guide, unless the merchandise 
is prohibited by the country of destination or is prohibited according 
to Section 180, on page 158 of the same Guide. 

When despatched by parcel post, samples of merchandise are not 
restricted to the Postal Union limits of weight and size mentioned in 
Section 89 on page 124 of the Postal Guide, but may be accepted up 
to the limit of weight and size set forth in the first paragraph on page 
146 of the Guide. 

On customs declarations, it will not be sufficient to mark the decla- 
rations ‘‘Samples,” but ‘Samples of cotton,” ‘‘Samples of false 
jewelry,” etc., as the case may be. Instead of ‘‘ No value,” in the 
proper column, ‘‘ No commercial value” may be written or stamped 
in, or there be stated the value placed by the sender on the article as 
a sample, leaving the question of appraisal value to be determined by 
the customs authorities in the country of destination. 


Special Export License No. RAC-64 and RAC 43. 


This license permits postmasters to accept for transmission by mail 
any commodity when consigned to and for the fersona/ use of diplo- 
matic, consular, or other officials or employees of the United States 
stationed abroad. ‘This license does not, however, authorize the ex- 
portation of merchandise to members of the American Expeditionary 
Forces or of organizations affiliated therewith. Such shipments must 
continue, as heretofore, to be made under special export license No. 
RAC-43 and in accordance with the regulations of the War Depart- 
ment. 

Attention is called to the fact that special export license No. RAC- 
64 does not relieve the shipper of the responsibility of complying with 
the import restrictions of the country of destination. In order that 
the importance of obtaining information concerning such restrictions 
may be realized, it should be noted that at present the customs 
restrictions of the United Kingdom forbid the entry into that country 
of silver, gold, and the importation of other commodities is also 
restricted by the United Kingdom, and other countries have similar 
import restrictions. 


INDORSEMENTS ON PACKAGES AND-SEAEING. 
_Each package mailed under a ‘‘special” or ‘‘individual” export 
license must have plainly marked, by the sender, on the wrapper 
thereof: (1) The license number under which the shipment is made 
preceded by the words ‘‘ Export License.”
